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THE CONVENTION. 


The Fourth and Fifth Ballots Taken—A 
Recess Until Evening. 


CONVENTION HALL, CH10AG0, III., June 23.— 
The convention meets this morning with the 
usual rumors of combinations flying through 
the air as thick as blackbirds. Everybody is 
asking his neighbor what he knows and has 
his own exclusive tip to impart to meet any un- 
favorable news he may hear from others. 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll does not appear in 
the hall, but hie name ison many lips, as is 
his interrupted speech of last night, which 
appears to have irreparably damaged the 
Gresham boom, altheugh the IIIInois 
candidate's friends refuse to admit 
this, and still claim thatthe convention must 
come to him eventually. But as the time for 
the meeting of the convention arrives the 
Gresham movement is almost lost sight of. 
The conflict of opinion is as te the great fight 
which is pending at once between Harrison 
and Allison. Senator Cameron has prevailed 
vpon Quay, who leads the Pennsylvania 
forces, to go into an Allison combination, and 
the junior Senator from Pennsylvania went 
into the convention last night with fifty- 
five votes for Allison and a firm con- 
viction that the Iowa candidate would be 
nominated on the second or third ballot. He 
was confused bythe Harrison movement in 
New York and got Hastings to move an ad- 
journment in order to gain time. Quay was 
at work all night fixing up the Allison fences, 
and his delegation is now in session hearing 
the news. If Quay cannot succeed with the 
Allison movement, he may run in with the 
Harrison tide, but is more likely to join in a 
combination of the fleld 

AGAINST THE INDIANA CANDIDATE. 

The friends of Harrison are claiming that 
the Blaine people are coming over to their 
manand that he will succeed after three bal- 
lots. But while all these rumors and counter- 
rumors fill the air a good many long-headed 
people are watching a man sitting in the Ohio 
delegation. A man with a fine, clear-cut face, 
who is the promising dark horse in the race, 
who, if the convention cannot agree upon any 
of the candidates now in nomination, is looked 
upon as a winner. This is Congressman 
McKinley, who has made an excellent im 
pression here and is universally popular. 
It is noted as a significant fact that 
asthe hour of convening arrives there are 
but few of the leading spirits of the conven- 
tion inthe hall. This indicates that confer- 


ences are still going on and that no agree- 
ment which might preventa fight has been 
arrived at. While the convention is kept 
waiting for a call to order, the band in the 
organ-lott struck up Marching Through 
Georgia, which has always heretofore pro- 
voked applause, but everybody is so deeply 
absorbed in attempts to analyze the situation 
that the music made no impression whatever. 

As the minutes pass there begins to gros a 
strong impression that no result will be pos- 
sible at this morning’s session, and that after 
several ballots the convention will take a re- 
cess. If this is done, it is considered highly 

robable that no nomination will be made 

efore Monday, by which time it is hoped that 
someone can be agreed upon which will put a 
stop to the dead-lock. One of the best evi- 
dences that the presidential puzzle is as much 
a puzzle as ever, is the fact that there is com- 
paratively no talk about a vice- - presidential 
nominee. 


ALIFORNIA’S PLAN,

A Singular Example of Indian Jugglery Per- 
formed fora Wager. 


From Science. 

Paul Beaulieu, an Ojibway of mixed blood, 
present interpreter at White Earth Agency, 
gave me his experience with a Jossakeed at 
Leech Lake about the year 1858. The reports 
of wonderful performances reached the 
agency and, as Beaulieu had no faith in the 
jugglers, he offered to wager $100, a large sum, 
then and there, against goods of equal 
value, that the juggler could not per- 
form satisfactorily one of the tricks 
of his repertory to be selected by him (Beau- 


lieu) in the presence of himself and a commit- 
tee consisting of his friends. The wager was 
accepted, with the result to be described. 

A medicine lodge was made. Four strong 
poles were planted deep in the ground, rising 
to an elevation of at least ten or twelve feet; 
one of them having the branches remaining, 
and rising a little beyond its fellows, this 
being the indication ofa Jossakeed, as dis- 
tinguisbed from a Mede lodge. The igterior 
diameter was less than four feet. The 
frame, which was inclined to the center, was 
then filled in with intertwined twigs and 
covered with blankets and birch-bark from 
the ground to the top, leaving an orifice of 
about a foot in diameter open forthe ingress 
and egress of spirits and of the objects to be 
mentioned, but not large enough for the pas- 
sage of a man's body. At one side of the bot- 
tom wrapping a flap was left for the entrance 
of the Jossakeed or Shaman. A committee of 
twelve was selected to see that no communi- 
cation was possible between the Jossakeed 
and confederates. These twelve men were 
reliable people, one of them being the Episeo- 
pal clergyman of the reservation. The spec- 
tators were several hundred in numbeg, but 
stood off, not og 4 allowed to approacls. 

The Jossakeed then removed his clothing 
until nothing remained upon his person but 
the breech-cloth. Beaulieu then took a rope 
(ot his own selection for the purpose) and 
first tied and knotted one end about the 
ankles; the knees were then securely tied to- 
gether; next the wrists, after which the arms 
were passed over the knees, thus securing 
and keeping the arms down motioniess. The 
rope was then passed around the 
neck again and again, each time 
tied and knotted, 80 as to brin 
face down upon the knees. A flu 
river-stone of black color—which was the Jos - 
sakeed manedo or amulet—was left lying 
upon his thighs. The Jossakeed was then car- 
ried to the lodge, placed inside upon a mat on 
the ground, and the flap covering restored so 
as to completely hide him from view, 

Immediately loud, thumping noises were 
heard, and the framework began to sway 
from side toside with great violence; where 
uponthe clergyman remarked that this was 
the work of the evil one, and it was 
no place for him; so he left, 
and did not see the end. 
After a few minutes of violent movements and 
swaying of the lodge, accompanied by some 
inarticulate noises, the motions suddenly 
ceased, when the voice of the juggler was 
heard telling Beaulieu to go quickly to some 
friend near by and get the rope. Now Beau- 
lieu, suspecting some joke was to be played 
upon him, dlireeted the committee to be ver 
careful not to permitany one to approach 
while he wentfor the rope, which he found 
piace indicated, still tied exactly 
ashe had placed it about the neck and ex- 
tremities of the Jossakeed. He immediately 
returned, laid it down before the spectators 
and requested of the Jossakeed to be allowed 
to look athim, which was granted, but with 
the understanding that Beaulieu was not to 
touch him. 

Whon the covering was pulled aside the 
Jossakeed sat within the lodge contentedly 
smoking his pipe, with no other object in 
sight than the black 228 of manedo. Beau- 
lieu paid his wager of $100

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Mr. Bel- 
mont of New York presented the conference 
bill. Agreed to. He also reported the bill 
introduced by him to give effect to the 
Chinese treaty. The only amendments are 
provisions taken from the Morrow bill, mak- 
ing the bill take effect upon the ratification of 
the treaty and wiping out the section allowing 
six months during which Chinese may return 
upon certtficates.

THE WOMEN OF ANCIENT ROME, 


They Were Not Meek and Humble Victims 
of Man’s Tyranny. 

The Roman records, writes Principal Don- 
aldson in the Contemporary Review, show that 
it was not safe to trifle with the feelings of 
Reman women. They were, like Roman men, 
possessed of great decision of character, and 
when provoked could do the most daring 
deeds, reckiess of the consequences. If they 
were treated kindly and on equal terms 


they were the best of wives,and I am convinced 
that their goodness and firmness were the 
most effectual causes of the freedom which 
er attained. But if husbands put into force 
their traditional power and claimed supreme 
domination over them they were exactly the 
women to resist. And the history of Rome 
throwsalurid light on this aspect of their 
character; for occasionally they took stern 
and wild vengeance when husbands went too 
far in their despotic actions. I will adduce 
one or two instances of this: 

In the year 331, B. O., many of the Roman 
citizens,and especially many of the Roman no- 
bles, were attacked byan unknown disease 
which showed the same symptoms in all, and 
nearly all perished. The cause was wrapt in 
obscurity, but at length a maid servant went to 
a curule edile and said that she could explain 
the origin of the disease, but would not do 80 
unless security were given her that she would 
sufferno harm in consequence. The curule 
dite brought the matter before 
the Consuls, the Consuls consult- 
ed the Senate, and 1 resolution 
was passed guarantecing safety to the maid 
servant. Whereupon she declared that the 
deaths arose from poison; thatthe matrons 
were in the habit of compounding drugs, and 
she could take the officials to a house in which 
they would come upon the matrons while en- 
— * in the operation. The officials accepted 

er offer, followed her, and found, as she 
said, the matrons compounding drugs, About 
twenty of them were conveyed to the Forum, 
and were subjected to an examination on their 
doings. Twoof them, of noble family and with 

atricilan names, Cornelia and Sergia, af- 

rmed thatthe drugs were perfeetly whole- 
some. Thatcould be easily tested, and the 
two matrons were requested to prove their 
truthfulness by drinking the mixture. The 
two matrons begged for a few moments of 
ee talk with the rest of their associates, 

ut within sight of the people.Permission was 
granted, a few words were exchanged, and then 
all the twenty matrons came back, boidly 
Sema the liquor, and died in consequence. 

hen a search was made for all the matrons 
who had been engaged in this conspiracy and 
170 of them were found guilty. Themen ex- 
plained the occurrence by asserting that the 
women wereinfatuated; but probably they 
knew well why recourse was had to such vio- 
lent measures, and that Roman matrons 
were not likely to be subjected to tyranny 
without making an effort in one way or an- 
other to put an end to it. 

An occurrence of a similar nature took place 
in 180 B. C. In this case there can scarcely be 
a doubt that a real plague raged, for it lasted 
for three years and decimated Italy. But the 
women were enraged with the men for the 
harsh measures which had been taken against 
them in connection with the Bacchanalian 
mysteries, and they seem to have regarded 
the plague as affording a favorable opportu- 
nity for the use of poison. In 180 B. 
O. the :Prewtor, the Consul and many other 
iilusgrious men died. A Judge was ap- 
pointed to inquire into these deaths, and 
especially to examine if poison had been em- 
pioyed. The historians do not narrate the re- 
suits ofthis investigation, but ws are told 
that the wife of the Consul was tried and con- 
demned to death. Thirty-six years after this 
two men of Consular rank were poisoned by 
their wives. In subsequent times the use 
of poison became frequent; and particu- 
larly in the early days of the Empire the 
matrons about the court were accused of hav- 
ing constant recourse to it to get out of the 
— men whom they did not like, husbands 
and sons and others connected with them, as 
welljas strangers. And one writer remarks 
that wherever there were irregularities there 
were isonings. Some historians have 
rejected these tales of poisoning as the in- 
ventions of credulous annalists, I think, 
without good reason. But whether the 
stories are true or false the Romans believed 
them, and they embody the Roman belief in 
regard to what women could do. And it seems 
to me that we must regard them as indicating 
that the Roman matrons felt sometimes that 
they were badly treated, that they ought not 
to endure the bad treatment, and that they 
ought to take the only means that they pos- 
sessed of expressing their feelings and wreak- 
ing their vengeance by employing poison. 


QUEER STARTS IN LIFE, 


How the Guiana Babies Are Kept in Close 
Confinement, 


From Drake's Magazine. 

The custom of treating the little ones to 
close-fitting cradles is indulged in by the Gui- 
anans. The baby is subjected to a close im- 
prisonment in acrib madefrom the ever-use- 
fulfitirritti reed. This cradle is very light and 
elastic, and when the mother wishes to trans- 
port the child anywhere she takes a broad, 
plaited belt, the two ends of which are united, 
passes it over the top of the cradle and brings 
the belt across her forehead. Thus incased 
the Guiana baby can be carried many miles in 
a day, much after the manner adopted by In- 
dian mothers in carrying their pappooses. It 
will be noticed that cradles of this description 


are not adapted to rocking purposes. Neither 
are the cradles that receive the babies of the 
far North. 

The Esquimau tot is placed inthe jumper 
hood, which is attached to the mother’s gar- 
ments, as soon as he gets a glimpse of his 
world of ice and snow. It isa warm cradle, 
but it leaves him little oy yy > of anything 
outside. Hidden away in its depths on his 
mother’s back he is often taken out into an 
atmosphere where the thermometer would 
register 40 deg. below zero, and he is as merry 
there as elsewhere. The young Esquimau 
spends more thana yearin the jumper hood 
before he is allowed to take care of himself, 
and it may be supposed that he makes up for 
his long confinement when he gets his liberty. 
It is said that the cradles in which some babies 
are rocked among the tribes of the Siberian 

eninsula are fashioned from blocks of ice, 

ut between them and the ice itself are placed 
pieces of bearskin, which keep the cradle ‘‘as 
warm as toast. 

The Samoan cradle, I am sorry to say,is a 
torture box. Sois that used by the Chinooks 
of our Northwest coast. The baby is lashed to 
a board with strong thongs. Under the head 
is a pillow formed of moss or rabbit skins, 
and a piece of wood is placed over the head at 
an inoline and is held in its place by cords 
which reach tothe foot of the queer cradle. 
The forehead is bandaged, and the pressure of 
the inclined board gra ually flattens the head 
of the chiid to the desired degree. Imprisoned 
thus the Chinook baby passes the first eight 
months ofits existence. During all this time 
it is never wholly released, though the vari- 
ous bandages are taken off at stated intervals 
from motives of cleanliness. Thisis Chinook 
baby-raising. The Samoans incase their chil- 
nu in torture cradles, faces upward, and

Sell and Books That Are Unmarketable—

IBRARIES in the 
open air—qeer isn’t 
it? No denizen of 
this city, no matter 
how unobservant, 
can have failed to 
notice atthe various 
street corners a 
number of little 
stalls in which are 
displayed a greater 
or less variety of 
books. Unlike those 
displayed in the 
more pretentious 
establishments, no 
array of handsome 
bindings meets the 
eye, butthe volumes 
are of all colors, 
ages and degrees of dilapidation. Neither the 
book ner the wares can be considered as at- 
tractive, and yet in front of these small and 
unpretentious establishments can frequently 
be seen many of the best known literary con- 
noisseurs of the city, and they are the favor- 
ite haunts of the genus book-worm. 

With a view of ascertaining the nature and 
extent of the trade in second-hand books, a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter set out on a tour of 
nvestigation, and soon became convinced 
that the impertance of this branch of industry 
was far greaterthan the general public has 
any idea of. Inquiry among gentlemen of 
scholarly tastes soon developed the fact that 
the real literary treasures, considered from a 
bibliomaniac standpoint, areto be found in 
these apparently insignificant establishments, 
and that nearly every one contains volumes of 
tar greater value than any to be found in the 
great emporiums. 

A LOVER OF RARE COPIES, 

first editions, and large paper publications 
seldom seeks them elsewhere, but keeps a 
sharp eye on the second-hand stalls, in which 
veritable treasures are not infrequently 
found. Books once of little worth, but which 
have unexpectedly become valuable through 
subsequent fame acquire d by the author or 
owner, or by reason of some peculiarity in il- 
lustration or engraving, are seldom to be 
found anywhere outside of the second-nand 
stalls, and itis with the hope of discovering 
some hidden treasure of this kind that the 
true bibliophile spends hours every week in 
looking through the various stalls, and noting 
any additions that may be made. 

„For the last twenty-five years, said one 
gentleman, ‘‘I have made it an almost daily 
practice to visit at least one second-hand 
bookstore, and have managed in this way to 
accumulate a library, which contains as many 
rare books as any inthe city. Few peopie 
realize, the owners least of all, how many 
literary treasures are to be found in St. Louis, 
and it is only when some household is broken 
up and the books, which are regarded as lit- 
ter, are sold to the dealers like so much old 
junk, that those who appreciate their value 
have a chance to obtain possession of them. 
In scores of houses volumes are stored away 
in closets or in barrels, which are, to the con- 
noisseur, worth their weight in gold,and which 
would forever remain hidden were it not for 


the second-hand dealers. For my part, I 
would ten times rather see all the book stores 
handling modern publications closed than 
these little second-hand stails, where the real 
treasures are to be obtained. Many of the 
rarest French works extant are held in St. 
Louis, baving been handed down from gen- 
eration to generation, and from time to time 
they make their appearance in the hands of 
dealers. The same is true, although in a 
lesser degree, of German publications. One 
of the most valued volumes in my library was 
obtained in this way: 
A RICH FIND. 

‘‘Some ten years ago Iwas rummaging amon 
a lot of old books in a stall on Nort 
Broadway and chanced to come across a 
dilapidated edition of the life of George 
von r in Leipzig in 1781. 
In glancing at the title page Inoticed the nume 
K. Fon Schwerin written in a fine, clear hand. 
l asked the dealer where he had obtained it, 
and he told me he had bought it from an old 
Mechlinburger, who had offered it, with a 
number of other volumes forsale. I bought 
the volume, paying $1.50 for it, and instant! 
set out in search of the seller, to discover if 

ossible the history of the book. He told me 
t had belonged to his great uncle, who had 
occupied a position in the Berlin Library 
many years before, I afterwards took the 
volume East with meand showed it to the Li- 
brarlan of the Astor Library, who offered 
me $100 for it, he, like myself, believing 
that it had once been the property of the 
famous Prussian Fieid Marshal, the hero of 
Prague, as the signature was an exact coun- 
terpart of the facsimile of his handwriting, 
and he was known to have been a at ad- 
mirer of Frondsberg, and a close student of 
his campaigns. Thatone find more than re- 
paid me for months of fruitiess search among 
dusty and mildewed volumes. I have alsoa 
volume of Voltaire, once the property of La- 
fayette, obtained in the same way, and many 
rare books of lesser note. Sometimes I do 
not go into a large bookstore for months, but 
I keep a close watch onthe second-hand 
stands, and what I have obtained from them 
fur exceeds in value, though not in cost, the 
books I have bought from the dealers in re- 
cent publications.’’ 

‘‘Our trade 18 peculiar,’’ said one ot the 
oldest dealers in the city, ‘‘and entirely dis- 
tinct from that of those who buy direct from 
the great publishing houses. I deal in no par- 
ticular line, as a second-hand buyer is prac- 
tically omnivorous, everything being fish that 
comes to bis net. 

WHERE BOOKS COME FROM.

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— bene dealers are over 25 years old. y+ 
a rule, we buy few novels, as our trade in 
these, with the exception of second-hand Sea- 
sides, which sell readily, does not ameunt to 
very much. Works of a historical or di- 
ographic nature, and those relati to local 
affairs find the readiest sale. Old school books 
are offered by the thousand, but they have 
scarcely any market value. Within the last 
year or two publications in any way relating 
to the war have been bought with great eager. 
ness, and biographies of famous soldiers and 
statesmen never remain long on our shelves. 
Thies demand was very sudden in its rise, and 
may as sudden in its cessation. 
In fact I know of no branch of business in 
which itis so dificult to forecast what the 
public taste will be. Volumes remain for 
years on our shelves uncalied fer, and then, 
without any apparent reason, there may be a

„Neal „ old library contains many vol - 
umes of the life and speeches of Webster 
Clay, Calhoun and others ofthat stamp, bu 
no one seems to care for them now, Benton’s 
‘Thirty Years in the United States Senate’ be- 
ing almost the only exception. Books which 
are out of print, but which _ still 
are popular, are the most dangerous in 
the world to handle, as no one can 
tell when some publishing house will get out 
a new edition, thus Sore the value of 
our stock. This was done in the case of 
Percy’s ‘Reliques of English Poetry’ and 
occasioned, I understand, a heavy loss to one 
or two New York firms who had quite a num- 
ber on hand, for which a large price had been 
paid. Asa rule an old library will not sell for 
much, as the dealer has to take so many risks 
that he can afford to pay but a small price. 
The one exception to this is the case of a law 
library, which caa always find a market at a 
good figure, Law books never go out of date 
and can always be readily disposed of. Certain 
volumes, especially those of the Missouri 
statutes, command avery high price, $20 or 
$80, as the issue was small, and there we are 
always . but broken sets of re- 
ports are usually o little worth, although a 
complete set never comes ami A good deal 
of pilfering is done in law books, office boys 
being very apt to learn what volume is valu- 
able, but they find considerable difficulty in 
disposing of them, as dealers are always on 
the lookout for this, and question any suspici- 
ous personage very closely as to how he came 
into possession of the books he 
offers for sale. Medical libraries 
also command a ready sale, especially since 
specialism has assumed such proportions, and 
now medical books no more go out of date 
than law books, as aspecialist wishes to read 
everything that has ever been written in his 
line, no matter how long ago. The deadest 
books te carry are old novels, which, once 
forgotten, never seem able to be revived. But 
a careful dealer never likes to refuse any 
book, provided it is old, as the ways ot the 
bibliomaniac are past finding out, and we may 
rejeet something that we could sell for fifty 
times its price.’’ 


A PREACHER’S ABLE YARNS. 


Jehn Campanius Gave to a Wondering 
World His Impressions of America. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

In February, 1642, there landed at a place 
called ‘‘The Rocks’’ on the Christiana River, 
within the present limitsof the city of Wil- 
mington, the Rev. John Campanius, whose 
name is sometimes printed John Campanius 
Holme—the last word being add to denote 
the place of his residence, Stockholm, in 
Sweden. 


Campanius, who came witha vessel-load of 
Swedish and Dutch immigrants, was the 
second minister who visited the shores of the 
Delaware and the first who remained any con- 
siderable length of time, his predecessor, 
Torkillus, making only a brief stay. Cam- 
panius remained in the country six years, ex- 
ercising the priestly function, seeing much of 
the country, the natives and the early settlers, 
and wrote a book, which, when edited by his 
grandson, printed originally in Swedish and 
transiated into English, forms one of the 
earliest authorities on the history of New 
Sweden, and is for the most part trustworthy. 

His errors and exaggerations are at this day 
obvious, but when the writings of the clergy- 
man first appeared in Sweden they must have 
created, to say the least, the liveliest interest 
in this then practically unknown land, and no 
doubt many innocent Scandinavians marveled 
greatly at some of the things of which they 
were told. Of the existence of precious metals 
the chronicler told only such stories as were 
common to the other writers of the time, and 
for which it is easy to account, as for in- 
stance, by the quite natural error of mis- 
taking iron pyrites for silver and gold. But 
such stories were far too tame and common- 
place for the imagination of Campanius. His 
remarks upon the firefly are more in accord 
ance with his romancing style and love of the 
marvelous.

20 now follows an invention which 
would reallp do credit tothe author of the 
nightmare tales of Africa: ‘‘When the In- 
dians go in the night 2 says the 
ola-time Swede, ‘‘they fasten those insects 
to their hands and feet, by which they can 
see their way as well as inthe daytime,’’ 
and he further states that one night they 
frightened all the soldiers on guard at Fort 
Christina (Wilmington), who thought that an 
enemy was advancing against them with 
torches. 

But even this does not exhibit Campanius’s 
best powers. After speaking of various col- 
ored earths which might be used as ink and 
paint, and 2 tree resembling box - 
wood and smelling like raw fsh, which 
could not be split, but when a fire was built 
around it ‘‘melted away, he proceeded to 
disclose the wonders of the animal kingdom. 
Among the least of these was ‘‘a kind of fish 
with great long teeth“ (found only in the 
waters along the shore destined to be the 
site of Philadelphia), ‘‘which the Indians 
call*wanitto,’ which means spirit or devil, 
and which, he says, ‘‘plunges very deep in 
the water and spouts up like a whale.’’ 

The favorite subjects for the exercise of the 
writer’s imagination seem, however, to have 
been the rattlesnake and the king crab. The 
latter Campanius really makes so much more 
formidable than Haggard’s fresh-water crabs 
as to put that author of stalwart fiction to 
shame. At Spider’s Point“ (Bombay Hook), 
says he, ‘‘when the south wind blows a great 
many sea spiders’ are driven on shore which 
are not able to return into the water. 
They are as large as tortoises, and, 
like them, have houses over them of a 
kind of yellow horn. They bave many feet, 
and their tails are half an elllong and made 
like a thrve-edged saw, with which the hard- 
est tree may be sawed down.’’ Whether the 
crabs were in the custom of sawing down the 
timber of the virgin forest, and thus aiding 
the colonists in makjng ‘‘clearings’’ when 
they were so unfortunate as to be stranded on 
the shore, or if simply the ‘‘three-edged’’ 
tall might be used for that purpose in the 
hands of man, is not clear. It is interesting 
to note with what additional and v 6 terror 
the crab is invested by being a ‘‘sea- 
spider. 

The rattlesnake was not made sufficiently 
repulsive and terrible by nature, and so the 
Swedes were seriously assured that ‘‘there is 
here also a la and horrible serpent’’ which 
„as a bead like the bead of a dog, and can 
bite off u man's head as clear as if it bad been 
hewn down with an ax.

THE utter chaos and confusion among 
the Chicago delegates was fully shown in 
the first ballot. Those States which went 
into the favorite-son business were com- 
paratively happy, as they knew that their 
votes did not signify anything, but the 
other States, the Democratic States of the 
solid South, and nearly all the Republic- 
an States of the solid North were evi- 
dently afraid that their vote would nomi- 
nate somebody, and they carefully guard- 
ed against any such possibility by distrib- 
uting their support in almost homeopathic 
doses. The favorite-son States were Con- 
necticut, which gave Haw Ley 12 votes; 
Illinois with 44 votes for GresuaM; In- 
diana with 29 for Harrison; Iowa with 26 
for ALLISON; Kansas with 17 for IndaLLS; 
Michigan, 26 for ALGER; New York, 71 for 
DrPrEew; New Jersey, 18 for PHELPs; Ohio, 
46 for SHERMAN, and Wisconsin with 22 for 
Rusk. Thus were 311 votes disposed of. 
Thirty-three votes that meant business 
were cast for BLAINE, and with the excep- 
tion of the little pocket borroughs, Dela- 
ware, Rhode Island and Vermont, every 
other State split up its vote in a manner 
that clearly indicated a desire that the vote 
shouldgpot be counted. The repetition of 
this farce in the second and third ballots 
confirmed the hopelessness of the situa- 
tion and there was nothing to do but to 
adjourn.

Lancaster and Cieveland. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

R. D. Lancaster is Surveyor of the Port of 
St. Louis. He was appointed by Mr. Cleve- 
land against the protests of Democratic Con- 
greséman John M. Glover, who lives in St. 
Louis and naturally has the interests of the 
city at heart. Mr. Glover opposed Lancas- 
ter’s appointment on the ground that the pro- 
posed appointee was a man of bad character, 
and he backed up his general charge by speci- 
fications of a very damaging nature. These 
specifications were so severe and went 
so strongly for the elementary nature 
of Lancaster that the latter brought suit 
against Mr. Glover for damages. His com- 
plaint embraced about twenty counts, and the 
sum demanded was $150,000. The jury found 
Glover guilty of slander on thirteen of these 
counts, but they awarded the plaintiff only 1 
cent damages on each count on which the 
verdict was given to Lancaster. The charges, 
as we have said, were ef a fundamental char- 
acter and the result of the verdict is to leave 
Mr. Lancaster and his friend, the President, 
in a deplorable condition. 

The counts upon which he was defeated were 
nearly, if not quite, as bad as those on Which 
he succeeded; for example, the jury found 
that Glover’s charge that Lancaster is a trick- 
ster of political offices is true. The same ver- 
dict was rendered in the charge that 
he levied blackmail on candidates for 
office; also on the accusation that he 
attempted to levy biackmail on R. Graham 
Frost by trying to extort money from him 
to carry the Ninth Ward of St. Louis; also on 
the charge that Lancaster had attempted to 
sell the Judgeship of.the Court of Appeals 
to three persons. The effect of this is that 
Lancaster has been found guilty of selling 
offices and levying biackmail. He was 
acquitted on such accusations as these: That 
he had betrayed a private trugt and embez- 
gled money belonging to it; that he defrauded 
the Big Muddy Iron Co. while Treasurer; 
that he defrauded the Government in connec- 
tion with some repairs on the heating appara- 
tus of the Custom-house; that he had trans- 
ferred his property for the purpose of defraud- 
ing the Goverament in the whisky ring cases; 
that he was a man of bad repute as far back as 
the days of Andrew Johnson, and that he em- 
bezzled money. And yet, gross as these 
charges are, the jury fined Mr. Glover only 1 
cent each for making them, which is, in effect, 
a finding that Lancaster’s general character 
is so bad that he cannot be damaged in repu- 
tation by false charges of specific acts ef em- 
bezziement and fraud. 
¢ We sball wait with some interest to note the 
effect of this verdict upon Mr. Oleveland. If 
he believed Mr. Glover’s charges against the 
man he certainly ought not to have appointed 
him as Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis. That 
he did appoint him ought, we suppose, to be 
taken as evidence by all who are desirous of 
respecting the incumbent of the Presidency 
that Mr. Cleveland did not believe Mr, Glover. 
But Mr. Lancaster, unfortunately for himself, 
has appealed to the courts for redress and 
a jury of his peers has found him 
guilty of selling offices and of 
levying blackmail on candidates. Mr. 
Cleveland has stood by so many bad men, 
Higgive and Morris Thomas for example, that 
we do not expect that he will turn his back 
upon Lancaster, and yet if he does not at once 
dismiss the man, as to whose character we 
charitably assume him to have been mistaken, 
he will make himself an aceomplice after the 
fact. There was never a President, unless it 
be Mr. Cleveland, who would keep such a 
man as Lancaster in office. But then there 
was never a President who would retain 
in office an Attorney-General who had 
sold his office in ald ot his 
private speculations, or who would permit the 
resignation of a bureau officer, long after his 
exposure, who haa conspired to procure the 
assistance of the Government to overthrow 
rival speculators. We hope that Mra@ieve- 
land will now remove Lancaster. If he does 
not it will be because he is willing that a 


even if that defeat is due to unworthy lead- 
ers; much has been expected of the Chicago 
Convention, and even yet there is much to 
expect. But with what deplorable dexterity 
the caucus kings took the hint from New 
York!

‘The Ctroust Jadges in an Opinion by Judge 


Lubke Hold in Favor of the Subscribers 
A Judgment Rendered in the Schlieren - 
berg Case To-Day—An Important Bear- 
ing Upon the Assets of the Bank—What 
the Receiver Says. 


The Circuit Judges to-day in General Term 
handed down the anxiously looked-for decis- 
ion involving about $130,000 of the assets of the 
Fifth National Bank. The case certified to 
General Term for an opinion was 
that of Ernst Schierenberg against the 
Fifth National Bank and Lon V. 
Stephens, the receiver. In his petition the 
piaintif? demands judgment for the sum of 


$2,000, which he paid to the bank in install- 


ments upon consideration that the bank would 
issue to him twenty shares of $100 each of a 
proposed Increase of the capital stock of the 
bank from $300,000 to $500,000. He alleges that 
there never was any valid inerease of 
the capital; that no shares were 
ever issued to him; that the bank 
having become insolvent and placed in the 
hands of a receiver,the payments made by 
him were deposits in trust for and to his use; 
and his prayer was for judgment against the 


Fifth National Bank and its assets in the hands 


of the receiver for the sum of $2,000 with inter- 
est from the days of said several deposits, and 
for his costs in this behalf. 

THE DEMURRER SUSTAINED. 

A demurrer was entered to the answer set 
up in behalf of the bank and its receiver, and 
the court sustains the demurrer. It conciudes 
that the Circuit Court has the jurisdiction to 
render a judgment against the bank in this 
case, which shall incidentally also bind the 
réceiver and the Comptroller as to the 
assets of the bank in their control. 


The proposition that the Receiver represents 
the creditors of the bank is decidedin the 
negative with the qualification that he repre- 
sents the rights of the creditors of the bank 
to the extent of the doubie * of the 
stockholders. The court says upon this head: 
We hold, therefore, that the averments of the 
defendants’ answer that credit was 

ven the bank, and debts contracted 

y it which are still unpaid, be- 
cause this $130,000 proposed increase 
was held out to the public by the bank with 
the consent and knowledge of the plaintiff 
and other persons similarly situated as being 
part of the capital stock of the bank, state no 
rights of which the bank, or defendant, 
Stephens, its Receiver, can take ad- 
vantage. If the holding out was wrong, 
the bank was the ‘principal in the 
wrong, and cannot set it up here; neither can 
the receiver set up the wrong since he stands 
in the place of the bank so faras the defense 
of this suit and the —— placed in his 
oare and custody are ooncerned. 

The third proposition turned upon the 
proper construction of section 5142 of the na- 
tional banking law as amended by the act of 
May 1, 1886, and the court says: 

Wo hold that the language, No increase of 
stock shall be valid until’ is imperative, and 
that it was intended by Congress to be so 
mandatory that the two 8 age (i. @. that 
the whole increase be paid in and thatthe 
Comptroller issue his certificate) are of the 
essence of the validity of an increase of 
stock. Stability of the banks and the cur- 
rency demanded that the rules for the govern- 
ment and control of these institutions be 

LEAR AND POSITIVE. 

Therefore Congress said there should be no in- 
crease in the capital of any ofthem until the 
Government had, by the certificate of the 
Comptroller, declared it valid. It this was the 
policy and pu of Congress, adopted for 
the general welfare, it is most becoming in the 
courts to follow it, regardiess of the hardship 
of any particular case.’’ 

Upon the concluding proposition presented 
the court says: ‘‘The has not carried 
out its contract with plaintiff; he has not re- 
ceived any shares, neither any profits. And 
the insolvency of the bank has now made it 
impracticable to complete the increase of 
stock voted bythe shareholders or to obtain 
the necessary certificate of the Comptroller. 
It seems to us that under these circumstances 
the law will imply a promise on the part of 
the bank to repay him his money with legal 
interest from demand made. His action to 
recover back the money is at law for so much 
money had and received to his use. In the 
cases of Kean vs. Beard and Ghio vs. Beard 
15 Mo. App. Reports, pp. 20 and 21) the St. 

uis Court of Appeals stated the rule of law 
that way, and these cases were, upon 
this feature, analogous the one at 
bar. Our conclusion, therefore, is 
that upon the facts here stated 
plaintiff will be entitled to a judgment against 
the bank for $2,000 and interest from demand, 
and that as to the assets of the bank in the 
hands of the Receiver he is entitled to a find- 
ing and decree that he be paid dividends on the 
ameunt ofthe judgment, interest and costs 
the same as every creditor at large who bas 
proved his demand to the satisfaction of the 
Comptroller. 

The opinion was written by Judge Lubke. 

WHAT IT MEANS. 

The decision is of but comparatively little 
moment tothe subscribers, as it means to 
them but a difference of 4 or 5 cents 
on the dollar. it makes the 
old stockholders entirely responsible for 
the claims against the bank, and instead of 
adding $160,000—the amount of the subscrip- 
tions to the new issue of stock—to the assets 
of the Fifth National, it adds $130,000—the 
amount actually subscribed—to the liabilities.

NATURE’S WEATHER PROPHETS. 


Common Barometers That Are More Trust- 
worthy Than Uncle Sam's Bureau. 


From the St. James’ Gazette. 

Nature’s barometers are the only ones of 
which most country folk have any knowledge. 
These they may consult at all times, and they 
know them by heart. Almost all field-work- 
ere are ‘‘weatherwise,’’ and their conversa- 
tion on this bead has no town conventional- 
ism about it. The farmer has been so 
beaten about by wind and weather that 
he himself is scarcely sensible to 


changipg atmospheric conditions; but 
that does not prevent his observing its influ- 
enceon the things about him. Before rain 
his dogs grow sleepy and dull, the cat con- 
stantly licks herself, geese gaggle in the pond, 
fowls and pigeons go early to roost, and the 
farm horses grow restless. Abroad the ants 
are ali hurry and skurry, rushing hither and 
thither; spiders crawi on the wall, toads 
emerge from their holes, and the garden paths 
are everywhere covered with slugs and 
snails. When the chaffinch says ‘‘weet, 
west, it is an infallible sign of rain. 
As the rain draws nearer egy sm 
cry and a croak cilamorousiy from 
the ditches. ‘These are signs which almost 
every one has beard who lives in the country; 
though one of the surest ways of predictin 

weather changes is by observing the habits o 
snails. Snails never drink, but imbibe mois- 
ture during rain and exude it afterwards. 
They are seldom seen abroad except before 
rain, when they commence 8 trees 
andj getting upon the leaves. The §tree 
snail is 80 sensitive tojweather that it 
will commence to climb two days be- 
fore the rain comes. If the downpour 
is to be prolonged the snail seeks the under 
part ofa leaf, but if a short or light rain is 
coming it stays on the outside. There is an- 
other species which is yellow before rain and 
bluish after it. Others indicate changes by 
dentsand protuberances resembling tuber- 
cles. These begin to show themsélves ten 
days before rain, and when it comes the pores 
of the tubercles open and draw in the moist- 
ure. In others again deep indentations, be- 
ginning atthe head between the horns and 
ending with the jointure of the tail, appeara 
few days before a storm. 

One of the simplest of nature’s barometers 
is aspider’s web. When there is a prospect 
of wind or rain the spider shortens the fila- 
ments by which its web is sustained and 
leaves it in this state as longas the weather 
is variable. If it elongates its threads it is a 
—— of fine, calm weather, the duration of 
which may be judged by the length to which 
the threads are iet out. If the spider re- 
mains inactive itis asign of rain; ifit keeps 
at work during rain the downpour will 
not iast long, and will be followed by 
fine weather.

THE FRENCH METHOD. 


Scaring a Murderer by Reconstituting His 
Crime for Him.

JEFFERSON DAVIS AT 80. 


A Picture of the Aged Confederate Leader 
in His Home at Beauvoir, 


From the New Orleans Picayune. 

Yesterday, June 3, was the 80th birthday of 
the great soldier-statesman, Jefferson Davis, 
but there were few of the signs of an octo- 
genarian visible in his presence as he came 
down the long hall of Beauvoir to greet a 
Picayune representative, who added another 
tothe many congratulations that were pleas- 


ant reminders of the honor and love in which 
he is held. 

Immaculately dressed, straight and erect, 
with the traces of his long military service 
still showing in his carriage, with his 80 years 
resting as lightly on his head as a silver crown 
and withthe flush of health on dis pale, re- 
fined face, such is the portrait of the famous 
President of the Confederacy as he looks at 
fourscore. 

The mail had brought Mr. Davis many letters 
from people who sent their congratulations, 
and the house was gay with flowers and little 
tender souvenirs of triends, who, to use the 
homely old phrase, ‘‘remembered him’’ upon 
his birthday, and he seemed deeply touched 
by the knowledge of the affection and rever- 
ence in which he is held by the Southern peo- 

le—‘*his people, for whom he planned and 

ought and struggled and for whom he is dis- 
franchised. 

Out of doors the day was still and calm, and 
looking from the high, wide windows of Beau- 
voir house one saw &@ sea as blue as turquoise, 
with scarce a ripple on its surface, and it 
seemed almost a prototype of the quiet life 
whose last years were being spent by its edge 
—quiet and peaceful, and blue with heaven’s 
benediction after the storms that had con- 
vuised it. 

Mr. Davis looks back from the heights of his 
fourscore years on an eventful ite that has 
brought him in contact with most of the 
prominent men of the century, although his 
public career naturally ended with the war, 
and the politicians of the resent day 
belone to the era in which he has had 
no part. His mind is as Vigorous and active 
as it wasin earlier years, showning none of 
the failings of age, and he takes a keen inter- 
est In the 12 of the day, political, re- 
ligious and social. Heis genial and witty 
apt at repartee, and most delightful of all 
when he can be won from his reserve long 
enough to speak of the great events in which 
he was an actor. 

In his home life Mr. Davisis exceptionally 
fortunate. No Southerner but is proud to own 
the cultured, dignified mistress of Beauvoir 
as the best exampie of what Southern civiliza- 
tion has done for womanhood, and as for Miss 
Winnie, she is one to whom the tenderest and 
the heartiest toast is drunk at every reunion 
of veterans—‘‘The Child of the Confederacy.’’ 


MONSELET THE GOURMET. 


His Fame and Deeds as a Typical Parisian 
Gastrologer.

In M. Charles Monselet, whose recent death 
in Paris, in his sixty-third year, was yester- 
day recorded by our correspondent in the gay 
city, France has lost not only a brilliant and 
industrious man of letters, but also one of the 
most humorously diverting, ifnot the most 
erudite, of modern gastrologers. The term is 
used advisediy.

„par exoellence’’ of good cheer, and Paris, 
with the other at Gallic cities, still counts 
its legends of ‘‘gastronomes,’’ ‘‘gastro- 
latres,’’ Pech age 9 and gourmets, but the 
deceased French litterateur aspired to compete 
with his illustrious predecessors, Brillat Sava- 
rin and Grimod de la Reyniere as an authority 
on gastrology—the science which treats of the 
culinary art and everything pertaining thereto. 
Man, the philosophers teach, has a dual na- 
ture, intéllectually speaking; but Charles 
Monselet s literary character may be described 
as triplex. He was rst a poet, next a jour- 
nalist, and finally a professor of elegant eating 
and drinking. he son of a bookseller at 
Nantes, it was in the Breton seaport and at 
Bordeaux that ucation was conducted, 
and at the age eteen he was adventurous 
enough to produce at the Grand Theater of the 
last-named city a burlesque in rhyme of Pon- 
sard’s ener tragedy of ** She 6 
came to Paris late in the reign of Louis Philippe 
and threw himself with much enthusiasm into 
what was termed little jourpalism.’’ His
